FLOOD WATERS 
RECEDE: LEAVE | 
TRAGIC SCENE 


Terrible Hardships Endur- | 
ed by Victims of Storm 
in Old Country

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The receding 
flood waters of the storm have left a 
trail of desolation, The mining val- 
leys of South Wales have become 
valleys of despair. Floods struck the 
Rhondda Valley four times in the past | 
three weeks, turning mountain streams 
into torrents that swept into 


homes already suffering poverty and 
privation. 

Women and children in this district 
fled in terror to the upper rooms 
where there were any, taking with 
them what clothes and food they 
could Jay their hands on. In some 
cases families have been imprisoned 
on upper floors for two or three days, 
their food swept away. Scores lost 
everything they had. 

In the Borough of Monmouth 300 
homeless people are being fed and 
given accommodation by authorities, 
Most of the people, says E. T. Adams- 
W.lllams, mayor of Monmouth, “had 
to be removed from the flooded areas 
in boats which took tyem from upper 
windows.” 

In cases of age, infirmity and sick- 
ness, this was a perilous undertaking 
both for the rescuers and the rescued 
as it had to be effected partly in 
darkness, amidst torrential rains and 
boisterous winds. 

The Thames river dropped five 
inches Sunday but the upper Reaches 
still reveal strange flood scenes.

Opening his coat at the neck, Day 
revealed to a passing policeman that 
he was wounded about the throat 
Blood was dropping from the wound 
and he could speak with difficulty, He 
made the officer understand, however, 
that it was he, Day, that had in- 
flicted the wound. 

Brought to the station, Dsy, the 
police say, declared he had miurder-| 
ed his family. He repeated the confess- | 
jon, writing it on a piece of cardboard 
box provided by an officer, He had 
added ints home address, 13 Laurier 
street, 

Sent To Hospital 

Day was then sent to a hospital 
where his condition was said to be 
serious, although he was expected to 
recover, 

The police on investigation found 
the Day home splattered with blood. 
There was blood on the walls, on the 
curtains, on the beds, in the kitchen, 
in fact everywhere. The bodies of the 
victims were found in bed with their 
throats cut as though the killer had 
attempted to decapitate his victims. 
The crimes were apparently commit- 
ted with an axe, found on the pre- | 


The mother, her hair 
was lying in bed alone. The children 
in two other rooms, apparently had 
been killed without any resistance 
with the exception of the oldest child, 
who had one foot or the floor. 

At the hospital Day seemed to be | 
depressed. It was reported unofficially 
that he had lost all his money on the 
stock exchange and that he had been 
unable to sleep for six or seven days 
He was employed by a local pulp and 
paper company, earning about ten 
dollars a day. 

The Day family had been living in 
Three Rivers for about four years, It 
could not be learned where the family |

keep the honey. 

The flayor and color of honey dif- 
fers according to the ‘flowers from 
Which It ls produced. The light honey 
usually sells for more than the dark, 
but cannot be considered any more 
wholesome In America the principal 
honeys are: buckwheat, a dark honey; 
orange blossom, a light honey. white 
sage, white clover, sweet clover, horse 
mint, alfalfa and basswood, 

Honey is very concentrated A 
tablespoonful furnishes approximately 
a hundred calories. and for this rea- 
son it should not be used in large 
quantities as food, but simply be used 
as @ flavoring. I do not consider it 
a great deal better than other forms 


spreading bread with honey is not a 
good one, although Melba toast may 
be used occasionaly in this way. 
Honey can also be used a8 a dressing 
for fruit salads, mixing equa) parts of 
honey, orange julce and salad oil 
Honey ice cream can be made by 
mixing one quart of thin cream with 
three-fourths of a cupful of delicately 
flavored honey. 

When honey is bought for a large 
family it is often advisable to buy the 
five gallon can and store {t in a dry 
place. Honey is not harmed by crys- 
talizing as this is usually an indica- 
tion that honey is pure. It can be 
liquified by placing the container in a 
pan of warm water,

MAIL SERVICE 
VERY POPULAR 


Fort McMurray is Base for 
Operations Into North 
Country 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 
FORT McMURRAY, Dec, 16.--On 


Monday, December 9, no start was 
made with the northern mail on ac- 
count of poor visibility in the air, 
R, W. Hale, postal inspector, and G. 
V. Rocke, postmaster, spent a very 
busy day. asssorting, stamping, and 
packing several tons of mail for ap 
early start the following morning. 

An epochal and unique event in the 
annals of the history of northern 
Canada took place on Tuesday morn- 
ing, when W. R. Hale, postal inspector, 
inaugurated the inital flight of the 
northern alr mall, 

‘Two Bellanca planes, heavily loaded 
with mail, hopped off the Snye 
promptly at ten o'clock, and headed 
thelr machines down river towards 
Fort Chipewyan. Fach Bellanca 
plane carried about 1450 pounds each, 
One thousand pounds of mail war 
carrie! in each plane, The flight to 
Fort Chipewyan was made in one 
hour and twenty minutes, The re- 
turn trip was made in one hour and 
ten minutes. The planes were piloted 
by C, Becker and “Wop” May. ‘This 
is the first time in the hsitosy of the 
north that residents at the northern 
yosts have received mail other than 
letters during the winter time, The 
planes were greeted with great en- 
thusiasm at Fort Chipewyan.

When one is young and the world 
seoms s0 full of nothing but loveli- 
ness and joy, the time when one may 
have to conserve these things seems 
too far distant even to be considered 
Like the proverbial grasshopper who 
frittered away his summer and then 
had to beg sustenance from the 
thrifty ant when the snow.and colds 
of winter had come, so the average 
girl is pretty apt to be careless about 
the beauty which ts the heritage of 
youth. Instead of trying to find ways 
to keep her loveliness, she may wait 
until suddenly her mirror heartlessly 
tells her that her face is becoming 
etched with tiny wrinkles, the scowl 
line between the eyes has deepened 
and carelessness in posture has taken 
away that charming girlish figure. 

How to keep the complexion fresh 
and young will be taken up in a later 
article, Today let us discuss that 
most important question of posture, 
For truly in the desire to make the 
most of one's beauty or to retain the 
charm of youth, learning the practice 
| of correct carriage is half the battle, 
An incorrect, slovenly way of carrying 
the body not only mars physical 
beauty but also has a very detrimental 
effect on one's health, In the first 
place it prevents deep and free breath- 
ing. It also allows the internal or- 
gans to sag into unnatural positions, 
thus interfering with their normal 
functions, The outline of the figure 
becomes ugly; the abdomen protrudes, 
shoulders become rounded, chests hol- 
low and chins double, 

Correct posture is really not dif- 
ficult and milady should make it a 
constant habit to sit correctly, stand 
correctly and walk correctly. ‘This 
habit will do more to hold the years 
at bay than any other single beauty 
program she might follow, Hold the 
jigure as tall as possible, chin up, 
chest out and abdomen in, Such a 
posture actually makes the body a 
little taller and slimmer, while a 
slouching carriage of the body em- 
phasizes any tendency toward surplus 
tlesh at throat, bust or abdomen. 

Correct posture is not only the first 
step toward the preservation of beauty: 
it has a very definite psycholog: :al 
effect.

We once worked out a chart of how | 
many hours a small baby cries in a 
whole day and discovered that about 
one and one-half hours are devoted to 
crying, ‘This ts obviously the healthy 
baby, Some mothers are certain the 
baby cries all day and night, but this 
is because even 15 minutes of crying 
seems like a lifetime to the average 
mother, 


The Well Baby 
Wholesome crying is easily recogniz- 


ed. Watch a baby cry. He opens sh 
mouth and simply yells He waves hi 
arms frantically. He gets as red as 
a beet and looks mad as mad. If left 


alone he suddenly stops His face 
grows a natural color again and he} 
begins to look around with an air of 
“Well now that's over, what next?” 
It seems a shame to rush to him and 
spoil his enjoyment of this excellent 
exercise, For if each time the baby 
lets out a yell some one runs to pick 
him up, it takes less than a week to 
teach him to direct his cries toward a 
satisfaction of that pleasure, You all 
know the answer to that 

The Hungry Baby | 

Once the baby has stopped crying 
then it is time enough to pick him up, 
There is no better habit for any young 
‘mother to learn than that the baby's 
good periods should be devoted to his 
infrequent play times, and that when 
he is crying, for no reason at all, he 
should be allowed to ery until he stops, 
Of course, if he is hungry, that is an- 
other question, But he could be al- 
lowed to become interested in some 
object long enough to end his wails 
before he is picked up. 

Babies who are insufficiently dress- 
ed will cry at intervals, and if the 
cold and werhaps hunger or over-feed- 
ingn have given him colic the mother 
will know it unmistakably, for the 
colicy baby has cold hands and feet 
and his poor little tummy js hard as a 
brick and sounds like a drum when 
aged 

he sick baby has a pitiful wail 
that demands attention for relief of 
his misery. Even holding him doesn't 
stop him but for a moment, for soon 
the fretting begins again. 

Because both rickets and scurvy re- 
sult in a baby being unreasonably 
cross and fretful, one must think of 
them rather than of discipline and 
showing the child who is boss, Ric- 
kety babies sleep poorly and cry a 
great deal. They improve when the 
mother recognizes the cause of their 
troubles. A recent case of scurvy in 
a child of walking age, was first sus- 
pected when the child cried so much, 
cried when touched, cried when pu 
on the floor to walk, tn fact crie 
most of the time, A bad case of diarr- 
hoea was the immediate cause of 
keeping the baby for several weeks 
on an exclusively cooked diet with no 
fresh fruit juices (tomato or orange) | 
with the result that she rapidly de- 
veloped scurvy, a disease brought | 
about through a deficiency of fresh | 
foods in the diet
